In the wake of Justice 
Department attacks onpub- 
lic schools in the South, 
I last week called on Attor- 
ney General John Mitchell 
to take legal action against 
school districts 
South which are practicing 
segregation, but getting off 
the hook completely, 


The following are ex- 
cerpts from my letter to 
the Attorney General; 
*“‘The time has come for 
the Justice Department to 
expand its activities in the 
field of public school de- 
segregation to other states 
and other school systems 
outside the South, 

‘Now that public educa- 
tion in the South has been 
reduced to a mass of aban- 
doned and half - empty 
schools, it is time to take 
this experiment to other 
areas where segregation 


is conveniently preserved 
through neighborhood pat- 
terns and, more impor- 
tantly, through the absence 
of any pressure from the 
Departments of Justiceand 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

“In reality, of course, 
there is no legal justifica- 
tion for busing to achieve 
racial balance in any pub- 
lic school in any part of 
the nation, The prohibi- 
tion against such action 
has been clearly and em- 
phatically stated by Con- 
gress in the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
Act of 1965, and the HEW 
Appropriations Bill for 
Fiscal Year 1969, 

“However, if the Justice 
Department is determined 
to send its lawyers into 
Southern school districts 
to ascertain that teachers 
are forced to violate their 


contracts, children are 
herded about like cattle, 
and local school boards 


and administrators are 
rendered helpless to make 
their own decisions, then 
that same Justice Depart- 
ment should do likewise in 
Other sections of the 
country. 

“Your department has 
ample justification for le- 
gal action in other states, 
notably New York, I[llinois, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, Missouri, 
and Indiana, 
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“The facts about seges= 
gation outside the. South 
the shameful ine- speak for themselves. It 
is time for the Department 
of Justice to act on these 
facts--and with the swift- 
ness that it has acted in 
Alabama and Mississippi.”

Elba Schools Get Grant 


The $160,000 grant the 
Elba school system recei~ 
ved last week from the 
State Education Trust Fund 
has been dreamed of, 100k- 
ed for and borrowed 
against, ever since Elba 
suffered the two expen- 
sive losses several years 
ago when the school build- 
ing was bombed and the 
gymnasium burned during 
a thunder storm, 

The school board appeal- 
ed to Representative Drex- 
el Cook for assistance and 
a conditional appropriation 
was. forthcoming, This 
could not be made abso- 
lute by the Governor due 
to lack of fundsinthe Trust 
Fund until recently. 

The money will be used 
to replace Capital Outlay 
funds used in repairing the 
bomb damage and money 
borrowed to build a new 


gym, 
While presenting the 
check, Representa- 


tive said, ‘‘This is my last 
official act after twelve 
years in the legislature, 
On behalf of Governor 
Brewer I present this 
grant, which is the re- 
sults of a conditional ap- 
propriation passed in the 
House by me and released 
due to the Governor’ssym- 
pathetic attitude towards 
Elba’s unique problems,” 
He continued, ‘‘Governor 
Brewer expressed his 
hopes that this grant would

In Industry 


Dorsey Trailers announ- 
ced a slowdown for the 
trucking industry last Fri- 
day afternoon, At the time 
of the announcement, G, | 
Collier, president of Dor- 
sey Trailers stated to em- 
ployees who were being 
laid off the job that this 
was not an easy thingtodo, 

The Company had noti- 
fied employees on May lst 
that the company had been 
operating at less than ca- 
pacity for the previous nine 
months and that indications 
then for the immediate fu- 
ture pointed to a continued 
slowdown, At that time 
some reductions were 
made in their staff, 

According to Collier, 
their fears regarding the 
slowdown were very real 
and the general economy 
since May has proved to 
be even worse than they 
had anticipated. Accord- 
ing to Collier, information 
furnished to them by the 
Bureau of Census showed 
that production for the en- 
tire trailer industry 
through the month of June 
reached a new low for1970, 
when production fell more 
than 33% below 1969, 

The President of Frue- 
hauf Trailer Company, 
which is the largest trailer 
manufacturer in the world, 
stated on August 3lst 
that his firm felt the total 
units produced for theyear 
would be about 65% of last 
year’s total, 

Collier stated Friday af-

During the same period 
of time, the U, S, hasmade 
no increase in its level of 
1,710 strategic nuclear 
missile launchers and has 
reduced its strength in 
heavy bombers from 780

Despite the cries of anti- 
military insolationists in 
this country against the 
large defense budgets that 
we maintain, we are ac- 
tually being outspent by the 
Soviet Union, 

For example, in 1960, 
the U, S, spent $7 billion on

Russia spent $15 billion and 
the U, S,, $l4 billion.

The Failure of Gov't Subsidy 


A recent dispatch in THE 
/\ NEW YORK TIMES reads 
as follows: 

“In St. Louis, up to 40 
percent of the apartments 
in public housing projects 
stand vacant, shunned by 
impoverished families, who 
prefer the discomforts of 
the surrounding slum to the 
fear of crime in the proj- 
ects, Which can no longer 
afford security guards,” 

Deterioration in public hous- 
ing projects across the country 
is reaching catastrophic propor- 
tions, 

Boilers are in need of replace- 
ment and lapses-of heat are ex- 
pected. Windows stay broken 
for days as maintenance crews 
are unable to keep up with their 
work, 

This illustrates the failure of 
government subsidy, It is very 
dificult — almost impossible — 
to confer by gift decent living 
conditions upon anyone without 
destroying character, What peo- 
ple get for nothing is not ap- 
preciated. The recipients soon 
begin to expect it, and even to 
demand it, 

Not long ago the press car- 
ried a story of some city offi- 
cial who recommended a special 
clothing allowance for relief 
“clients.”’ Shortly thereafter 
mobs gathered around the relief 
offices shouting, “We want our 
money and we want it now.” 
Already a large section of the 
public has come to believe that 
the various handouts they get 
from government is ‘four 
money.” Some 40 million people 
receiving these relief checks are 
forming an increasingly power- 
ful lobby which it is difficult for 
the candidate for office to dis- 
please, 

Free food, free housing, free 
education, almost free medical 
care, and heavily subsidized en- 
tertainment is already being 
supplied for tens of millions of 
people. 

For a long generation we have 
been warning America that we 
cannot retain our freedom if 
government undertakes to sup- 
ply the wants and needs of the 
people. 

The matter was stated force- 
fully by Prof. Alexander Fraser 
Tyler in England nearly 400 
years ago, in the following 
trenchant words: 

“A democracy cannot exist 
as a permanent form of 
government. It can exist 
only until the voters dis- 
cover that they can vote 
themselves largess out of 
the public treasury. From 
that moment on the ma- 
jority always votes for the 
candidate promising the 
most benefits from the pub- 
lic treasury — with the re- 
sult — that democracy al- 
ways collapses over a loose 
fiscal policy, always to be 
followed by dictatorship,” 

We would do well to ponder 
these timely words and act be- 
fore we permit our government 
to regulate and control every 
phase of our lives — thus bring- 
ing to an end freedom for us 
all — as we know it.

CUT THE TIES THAT BIND 


**Legal trivia” is preventing progress in the work 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, according 
to its new chairman, George M. Stafford. He says 
that there is more concern with the details of com- 
plex regulations than there is with developing broad- 
range policy. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger tells the Amer- 
ican Bar Association that trials are overly long. He 
asks for quick action by Congress. state legislatures 
and municipalities to adopt modern business pro- 
cedures for the court system itself and to reduce the 
need for unnecessary appeals and the oyerall burden 
on the courts. 

Each year Congress and state legislatures pass 
thousands of new laws. Thousands of municipal 
ordinance and administrative rules of regulatory 
agencies add to the chaos. 

An example of the legal jungle, which is familiar 
to all, confronts each citizen once a year when he 
tries to understand the obscure and often contra- 
dictory wording of his income tax form. 

Individuals and companies involyed in court 
eases often are faced with months of uncertainty 
as they await trial. Regardless of the outcome, jus- 
tice is impeded when it is impossible to obtain a 
reasonably quick decision. 

Respect for law and order is essential to a free 
society. Those in authority should do everything 
possible to simplify legal procedures to reduce the 
burdens on the courts and the public. Making laws 
understandable, improving procedures, and reduc- 
ing the number of laws and regulations should be 
given top priority.

executive board since 1960, 

The Office of Highway 
and Traffic Safety partici- 
pates in the program by 
providing through a federal 
grant funds for purchasing 
equipment, training and 
other expenses involved in 
implementation of the im- 
plied consent program. 
This office will furnish to 
city police departments or 
county. sheriff's depart- 
ments a breath-testing in-

lution but a third pollutant -- 
noise -- deserves attention in 
this most raucous age of all, 
Let’s define noise as sound 
that is obnoxious or physically 


s Or psychologically dangerous, 


No one anywhere is immune, 
Once-still countrysides vi- 
brate to the tune of tractors 
and passing planes, Homes 
buzz with the sounds of vac- 
uum cleaners, kitchen appli- 
ances and even hi-fi sets. 
Mechanization has increased 
office noise levels, 

The intensity of noise sound 


is measured in units knownas | 


the decibel. Zero decibels is 
the weakest audible sound de- 
tectible by the ear of the 
young adult. Noise that 
reaches 85 decibels for a 
period of time can affect 
hearing -- permanently if the 
period of time is long enough. 

As a measure of the noise 
in our environment, here are 
some sample noise readings: 

Large office, 50 to 60 deci- 
bels, Residential intersection 
traffic, 82 decibels, Garbage 
truck, 200 feet away, 85 deci- 
bels, Average sports car at 
average speed, 86 decibels, 
Screaming child, 92 decibels. 
Inside a jet airplane on take- 


off, 94 decibels, Pushing a 
power lawnmower, 96 deci- 
bels, Outside a jet during a 
takeoff, 102 decibels. Air- 
hammer, six feet away, 108 
decibels. A four-piece rock 
band, 115 decibels,

most often found in well- 
mulched flower beds, They 
are easily recognized by 
the presence of forcep- 
like pinchers at the rear 
of the abdomen, 

When disturbed, they act 
like they will stingorpinch 
but actually theydon’tsting 


and they are too weak to § 


pinch hard enough to be 
felt. The best way to con- 
trol earwigs is to clean up 
trash around the house and 
dust a 10-foot wide band 
around the house foundation 
using 20% Toxaphene or 
10¥, Sevin,
